The new Y Tennis Center will shorten the waiting list 
for lessons, give the Y the capability to host tourna- 
ments, and allow additional time slots for "contract 
time." More courts will mean more exercise, more les- 
sons, more champions, and more fun for people of all 
ages. Outdoor courts will also be built to accommo- 
date tennis and pickleball play. 

"We need a lot of things, but tennis is a very impor- 
tant need/' said recreational Y Tennis player Phil 
Knapp.

All of the new Ys in Michigan have had the same com- 
munity effect, so we know that the day we open the 
new Grand Traverse Bay YMCA facility, our live- 
changing programs will triple, reaching more than 
30,000 kids, adults, and seniors. Each one will have a 
personal YMCA success story to tell. 

So, when will the Grand Traverse Bay Area finally have a 
new Y facility? One half of the $ 1 2 million needed has 
been raised, and YMCA volunteers are working hard to 
raise the remaining $6 million. The sooner the money is 
raised, the sooner the facility will be built, and the 
sooner the community will benefit.
